AHS coach to be 
hired later

Andover High School will not fill its 
vacant varsity baseball coaching posi 
tion at least until November. according 
to athletic director Jim Hurley. 

“We're not going to alter our proce 
dure any,” Mr. Hurley said earlier this 
week, “As soon as we get back to 
school officially (Sept. 9), all the winter 
coaching positions will be posted. The 
spring coaching jobs won't be posted 
until the close of the fall season in late 
November.” 

Each Andover coach is required to 
re-apply annually, a policy followed by 
many schools across the state and thi 
country. For most positions it is just a 
formality. 

The baseball job opened up last 
spring when six-year veteran Dave 
Bettencourt, who led the Golden War 
riors to the first back-to-back Division 
1 titles in the Bay State in 26 years, 
resigned to take the head job at the 
University of New Hampshire (his col 
legiate alma mater). 

Mr. Hurley set no definite timetable 
for the naming of the baseball coach. 

“I hope (the newspapers) don’t start 
speculating on who the new coach will 
be. Sometimes names are thrown 
around when people don’t even apply, 
and that leads to trouble for those peo- 
ple and scares off others who might 
have thought of applying. 

“Dave left some tough shoes to fill, 
but we have several excellent in-house 
candidates and you never know who 
Will apply from the outside until the 
job is posted,” said Mr. Hurley,

coaches, subject to approval from the 
School Committee, has been outstand 
ing.

“T don’t believe the Republican phi 
losophy is the proper way to govern,” 
Mr. Desmond said. 

He fancies himself a student of histo- 
ry and said the Republican approach 
is, and always has been, one of priori 
tizing “fiscal needs rather than human 
needs,” and of cutting both taxes and 
spending programs. 

“They don’t look at the conse- 
quences of saving money,” Mr. 
Desmond said. 

But the state Democratic party 
under Michael Dukakis moved so far 
left it stopped looking at responsible 
fiscal policy, he said. The Democrats 
ran a one-party state and didn’t even 
pretend to listen to other opinions. 

This is Mr. Desmond’s second run 
for the Statehouse, having lost to Sue 
Tucker in the primary two years ago. 
His opponent, Ellen Murphy, is the 
candidate of the Democratic Town 
Committee, the “same machine” that 
sponsored former Rep. Susan Tycker 
and supported Michael Dukakis, Mr. 
Desmond said. 

“T don't think they’re looking at 
responsible government,” he said of 
the town committee. 

Economy 

Mr. Desmond does not buy the argu- 
ment that providing tax incentives for 
businesses will help the economy, 
because there is no market to invest in, 
he said. 

“The market is so weak the tax 
incentives would be useless,” Mr. 
Desmond said. 

First the market must be built up, 
and that can be done by getting rid of 
the Massachusetts sales tax, he said. 

“If we did away with sales tax, it 
would be, in effect, giving people a 5 
percent increase in their salary,” Mr. 
Desmond said. 

The sales tax chases business into 
New Hampshire, according to Mr. 
Desmond. This state lost $33.4 million 
to New Hampshire last year in 
cigarette sales tax alone, according to a 
recent study, Mr. Desmond said. That 
is money he said should be spent in 
this state. 

With more business settling in Mas- 
sachusetts, there would be more jobs, 
which would mean an increased tax 
base and more money for investment. 
Then the tax incentives could help, he 
said. 

But the removal of the sales tax 
would have to be accompanied by a 
change in the income tax to keep the 
revenues up for the state. Mr. Desmond 
recommends a more moderate, pro- 
gressive income tax, instead of the cur- 
rent flat rate of 5.95 percent, and get- 
ting rid of deductions. 

He proposed, in rough figures, a rate 
for lower income taxpayers, those 
earning less than $15,000 or $20,000, 
could be 8 percent. Moderate income 
residents, earning $20,000-$85,000, 
would pay 6 percent, and upper

income, more than $85,000, would pay 
10 percent. 

A third step he proposed would be to 
get rid of the capital gains tax for own 
er-occupied homes, while leaving it on 


investment property, stocks, bonds of 


other speculation investments. 
Weld 

Mr. Desmond said Gov. Weld is anti 
labor and cited as an example his edu- 
cation reform package. 

“The philosophy that Bill Weld has 
and that I have are worlds apart,” Mr. 
Desmond said. “Weld’s ancestors had 
my ancestors digging canals in Lowell 
and I don’t think his philosophy’s 
changed a lot.” 

Mr. Desmond grew up in Lowell in 
“The Acre,” what he called an Irish 
slum. 

John Silber 

Regarding the possibility of a run 
for governor by John Silber, Mr. 
Desmond said he can only judge Mr, 
Silber on what he did, or didn’t do, in 
Chelsea. Mr. Silber said he would take 
over the school system in that town 
and make it work, “and he hasn’t done 
it at all,” Mr. Desmond said. 

“But I would take him over Bill 
Weld,” he said. 

The last good Massachusetts gover- 
nor was Ed King, Mr. Desmond said. 

“Ed King was a conservative Demo- 
crat, much the philosophy that I have,” 
Mr. Desmond said. 

When Gov. King took office in 1978, 
the economy was poor and inflation 
was high, Mr. Desmond said. By the 
time Mr. King’s term was up, jobs were 
coming back and a $100 million surplus 
was in the treasury. Mr. Desmond said 
he was flabbergasted when Mr. King 
lost to Mr. Dukakis. 

“(Gov. Dukakis) began the socializa- 
tion again,” Mr. Desmond said. 
Privatization 

Mr. Desmond supports privatization 
of some public services but not where 
issues of public safety or education are 
concerned. Each proposal for privatiza- 
tion would need to be judged on its own 
merits as to whether it would be better 
served in a free market. These services 


could include programs such as Medi- 
caid, Social Security and Welfare. 

“T wouldn’t rule it out,” Mr. 
Desmond said. 

District 

Mr. Desmond doesn’t agree with 
candidates who say Andover is not that 
different from the sections of Lawrence 
that are in the district. 

“T see them as completely different 
worlds myself,” Mr. Desmond said. 

He has found some of the district 
areas in Lawrence are poor, working 
class while Andover is wealthy, upper 
middle class. And the 
Lawrence that are in the district, Tow 
er Hill and South Lawrence, are not the 
worst parts of the city, he said. 

“The people, they’re poor, but 
they’re good people,” he said. 

Many of them are elderly who can’t 
possibly sell their homes in the bad 
market, he said. 

Mr. Desmond said he is not intimi- 
dated or uncomfortable going door-to 
door in the Lawrence neighborhoods, 
because of his upbringing among the 
canals in Lowell. 

And he said the laws the Legislature 
deals with address problems across the 
state, not just in Lawrence or Andover. 
Welfare 

Mr. Desmond favors re-examining 
the state’s welfare program to create 
incentives for people to get off welfare. 

People want to work, but are afraid 
they will lose their welfare checks, so 
they don’t, he said. He would like to 
look for a way to continue the checks 
while people are becoming self suffi- 
cient. 

He also wants to review the food 
stamp program to rid it of abusers who 
sell the stamps to buy drugs. 

Abortion 

“As far as a method of birth control 
is concerned, I'm against abortion,” 
Mr. Desmond said. 

If an abortion is needed for health 
reasons, or because of rape or incest, 
then it’s none of the government’s busi 
ness and should be a personal decision, 
he said, He would consider any pro- 
posed legislation regarding abortion, 
but is philosophically against it. 

“It’s contributing to the dehuman- 
ization of our society. So for that rea- 
son, I’m against abortion,” Mr. 
Desmond said. 

People are too materialistic and 
Americans have lost respect for other 
human beings and for individual 
rights, he said. With the abortion issue, 
people are “qualifying human life,” Mr. 
Desmond said. 

“When we allow abortion, we're 
whittling away at the value of the 
human being,” he said. “I think it’s 
unhealthy.” 

But he is not a pro-lifer who calls 
women who have abortions murderers 
and he is not throwing stones at any- 
one, Mr. Desmond said. But as a mem- 
ber of government it would be his place 
to try and affect society. 

Education 

The Legislature last month ear- 

marked $186 million for education 


parts of

reimbursements to cities and towns, 
$492,000 of which is slated for Andover, 
Administrators in some towns hoped 
to use part of that money for something 
other than schools, but Mr. Desmond 
doesn’t support that position. 

“If money comes out of the State- 
house earmarked for a certain project, 
that’s where it should go,” Mr, 
Desmond said. 

He is in favor of keeping schoo] 
funds in local government where, he 
said, officials are more accountable to 
the community. People have to support 
the schools at the local level and they 
are not, Mr. Desmond said. 

North Andover and Lawrence are 
facing loss of their accreditation 
because they don’t have enough money 
for required programs. If people contin 
ue to maintain the limitation that they 
put on their school systems, they are 
going to pay a price, Mr. Desmond said. 

As a legislator, he would not try to 
undermine Proposition 2 1/2. That is 
up to the voters who approved it, he 
said. But voters will probably have to 
override Proposition 2 1/2 to fund edu- 
cation in the future or face long term 
effects on society, he said. 

“Ignorance is much more expensive 
than education,’ Mr. Desmond said.

Ms. Murphy said. 

She approves the state’s recent ear- 
marking of $186 million in local aid for 
schools.

A partnership must be formed 
between the public and private sectors 
such as the Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency, which helps set up 
financing for businesses and assis 
tance to get jobs for communities, she 
said. 

Ms. Murphy worked on creating 
affordable housing in Tewksbury 
while doing permitting design and 
analysis for real estate development 
company, in a case where the Mas 
sachusetts Housing Agency worked 
with developers to bring down interest 
rates for buyers, she said. 

Public safety

Privatization of mental health facili- 
ties has not worked well, she said. The 
tendency in privatization is to make 
efficiency match a profit that has to be 
made, and those who should benefit 
suffer. 

The first time some service goes out 
to bid, it may be cheaper. But in time it 
may not stay cheaper, And while there 
may be some savings when the state 
turns a service over to be privately 
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run, it will be more expensive to bring 
it back into the public fold later on, 

She questioned, with jails for 
instance, do you measure their finan- 
cial success or whether they are doing 
their job. 

“Profit is the bottom line, not caring 
for the citizens,” she said of privatiza- 
tion.

Tony Silva says his experience as a 
municipal administrator separates 
him from his three opponents. 

“T have experience in government 
and I see experience in municipal gov- 
ernment as a prerequisite to state gov- 
ernment,” Mr. Silva said. “My oppo 
nents don’t have any experience in 
business, They don’t have any experi 
ence in government. All I want to do in 
this campaign is compare.” 

Mr. Silva served as alderman and 
director of public property and parks 
for the city of Lawrence for more than 
four years where he had responsibility 
for municipal operations and a $3 mil 
lion budget. He also dealt with civil 
service negotiations and sought and 
obtained federal funding for special 
projects. A $1 million park was built 
under his supervision, using urban 
renewal grants, and his historic 
preservation efforts helped restore 
City Hall tower, he said. He left his 
position when his term on the commis 
sion expired. 

“It was time to move on,” Mr. Silva 
said. 

He moved to Andover shortly after- 
ward, 

“Tm a young aggressive experi- 
enced candidate,” Mr. Silva said. “1 
like government and I’ve worked in 
government and I know how to get 
things done.” 

Education 

Mr. Silva worked with special edu- 
cation in Haverhill public schools and 
briefly taught at Lawrence High 
School and said his background in edu- 
cation also separates him from his 
competition. 

“Quite frankly, Mr. Coon doesn’t 
have any experience in education,” he 
said, 

Mr. Silva said he believes that if the 
state mandates an education program, 
the state should pay for it. He said it’s 
irresponsible for the state to pass that 
cost on to cities and towns. 

The $186 million in state aid the Leg- 
islature recently kicked back to com- 
munities for schools should be used to 
pay for state mandated programs, Mr. 
Silva said. That would allow cities and 
towns to manage their own money, he 


said. 

Mr. Silva also defended educators 
against what he said is unfair criticism 
when test scores drop. Circumstances 
outside teachers’ control, such as an 
influx of immigrants or problems with 
children at home, can affect test scores 
and its unfair to criticize the teachers 
and the quality of education. 

He said he doesn’t like to see educa- 
tion used as a political bargaining tool 
and criticized Gov. Weld for his han- 
dling of the teacher tenure issue, 
which he said was a slap in the face for 
teachers and should have been han- 
dled behind closed doors. 

Business 

“Being a small businessman, | know 
the cost of doing business. I know the 
good, the bad and the ugly, and I know 
the only thing that’s going to change 
this economy is small business,” Mr. 
Silva said. 

Small business creates jobs and 
invests locally, according to Mr. Silva, 

“And I can bring that experience to 
the state house,” he said. “Too often, 
representatives have no municipal 
experience or business experience and 
quite frankly, they've never had a real 
job. And I offer that as a candidate.” 

He knows the problems on the street 
from working there, Mr. Silva said. 

“You couldn’t get any closer to the 
street than I am,” he said. 

Mr. Silva said he doesn’t have to 
look at gross national product figures 
al the end of the month to see how the 
economy is doing, he sees it in his cash 
flow. 

If elected, Mr. Silva said he would 
keep his liquor business but hire an 
extra employee to take his place in the 
store. 

Economy 

The economy is the premier issue in 
this election, Mr. Silva said. 

“Jobs and creating jobs,” he said. 

Attracting business back to this 
state will create jobs, and will raise 
money to spend on education and pub- 
lic safety, Mr. Silva said. The first 
thing a business looks at is quality of 
life and public safety, he said. 

“Because if people aren’t safe, 
they're not going to shop in your 
store,” Mr. Silva said. 

He favors establishment of enter- 
prise zones and tax credits for business 
investment. 

“Everything is a spin off of the econ- 
omy,” he said. 

And he wants Massachusetts to 
compete for the businesses that line 
the borders. Miller Lite beer sells more 
product in southern New Hampshire 
than anywhere else in the country 
because of the business going across 
the Massachusetts border, he said. 

“There is no reason we can’t make 
Massachusetts the shopping center of 
New England,” Mr. Silva said. “If we 
want to be aggressive, we have to be 
aggressive about being competitive.” 

He said there is no movement on 
Beacon Hill right now and that he 
thinks he can be a catalyst. 

Mr. Silva said he is a fiscal moder- 
ate, and would spend what is available. 

“I’m not going to borrow. I’m not 
going to raise fees and fines,” he said.

It is always worth looking at better 
ways to do things, including privatiza- 
tion of public services, Mr. Silva said, 
but he would have to look at all the 
ramifications of a proposal to be sure 
it was improving the situation before 
he would support it. 

“You have to look at the whole pro- 
posal,” Mr. Silva said. “Whenever 
management can be more effective, I 
will move in that direction.” 

He said he wouldn’t vote against 
something, such as keeping the Hines 
Auditorium public, just because he 
didn’t like Billy Bulger’s appointee, 
but would try to ask all the right ques- 
tions. 

“What is more efficient? What is 
more effective? What can bring more 
business into Massachusetts?” Mr, Sil 
va said.

If you're thinking of not applying 
to college because you think you 
can't afford it, think again.

I'm returning to school, so I won't 
qualify for aid. Older students qualify 
for aid on the same basis as traditional- 
age students. 

I don’t want to reveal all that per- 
sonal financial information on the 
financial aid application. All informa- 
tion on a financial aid form is kept con- 
fidential by the schoo] and the agency 
that processes the forms. 

The only aid I could get is loans and 
I don’t want to graduate with loans to 
repay. When the choice is paying back 
loans or no school at all, many stu- 
dents choose to take out loans. Many 
lenders offer repayment options that 
can make things easier during the ear- 
ly years of your career. 

I have money saved in my retire- 
ment account, so that will hurt my 
child’s chances of getting aid. Money 
held in certain retirement accounts, 
such as 401(k)s, IRAs and Keoghs, isn’t 
counted in the formula for calculating 
family need, 

My sister was rejected for aid, so | 
will be too. Families with more than 
one child in college often have a much 
better chance of receiving aid than 
families with one child in school and 
so should apply for aid for each of their 
children. 

My parents make a good living, so I 
know I'll never qualify. Many families 
make this assumption and never apply 
for aid. It’s important to understand 
that income is only one factors used,
